Some time ago you asked that I look into the charges against the 
above named individual, who had been charged with child abuse. 
It took some time to run down the jurisdiction in which the 
charges were brought and all the matters have not yet been con- 
cluded but here is what has transpired since the charges: 

1. All charges including sexual abuse, sodomy and enticing 

a minor into a dwelling for immoral purposes were brought 
in the Bessemer Division of the Jefferson County Courts. 

2. One of these charges were transferred to the Birmingham 
Division for disposition. In that case for "enticing a 
child to enter for immoral purposes" Hunnicut pled guilty 
and was sentenced to 1 year and I day in prison and ordered 
to pay ?25.Q0 to the Crime Victims' Conpensation Fund. 

The sentence was suspended and Hunnicut was put on two- 
year insupervised probation. He is now on that probation. 
SEE EXHIBIT *1 . 

3. The other charges of child abuse, sodomy 1st degree and 
saxmai abuse 1st degree , were handled in the Bessemer 

Division and the District Attorney asked that the charges 
be dismissed (Nolle Prosequi). So these cases are now 
over .

4 . Another case of "enticing children for immoral purposes " 
was brought in the Bessemer Division. In that case 
Hunnicut pled guilty and was sentenced to two years in 
prison. On March 7, 1989 that case was reset for hearing 
and I am advised by the Deputy Circuit Court Clerk that 

a hearing will be held on April 25, 1989' on a petition for 

probation .

It would be my opinion that the more serious charges of child abuse, 
sodomy 1st degree and sexual abuse 1st degree were dismissed in ex- 
change for a guilty plea on the lesser offense of enticement. 

I will keep in tJMiv^h with the case and let you know how the probation 
hearing comes out. If you have any questions, please let me know.

The President of the Birmingham Area Council has appointed a "Standards of 
Leadership Committee" to serve as advisors and consultants to the Council 
Executive related to qualifications of volunteers to serve in Scouting. Based 
upon the recommendation of this committee, I am enclosing a couple of 
newspaper articles related to an alleged incident of child abuse involving a 
volunteer with Big Brothers/Big Sisters. Although he. is not registered as a 
volunteer with the council, I did not -know if we should place him on a 
confidential list to help prevent future involvement* His mailing address is 

Hoover, Alabama 35216. Therefore, the decision is 
up to you as to whether you include him on your confidential list. 




Recently, we were made aware of the fact that Assistant Scoutmaster, Dale I*. 
Cook, of Troop 29 was under investigation by the Department of Human Resources 
for alleged child abuse. Upon hearing these rumors, I immediately contacted 
1 the head of the institution and Troop Committee Chairman, and they informed me 
that Mr. Cook had resigned from his Scouting position last September. They 
reported that Mr . Cook had attempted suicide and had been recently released 
from a medical facility. They strongly recommended that the suggested form 
letter not be given to Mr. Cook at this time, as it might result into a 
serious tragedy. I was assured by the minister and the chairman of the troop 
committee that they would prevent his future involvement with the troop. 
After reviewing the details of this situation with our council Standards of 
Leadership Committee, they have recommended that, with your approval, I mail 
the enclosed letter to Mr. Cook, I will wait to receive your evaluation of 
this recommended procedure.

Roger AppeJi Hunnicutt's attorney, 
said he couldn't comment and had 
advised Hunnicutt not to talk with 
reporters. "We haven't had an opportu- 
nity to investigate it (the charges),"' he 
said 

Laura Holt, juvenile officer with the 
Hoover Police Department, said the 
investigation is continuing and declined 
to comment about the present cases. 
She referred inquiries to Lt Nick 
Derzis, who couldn't be reached by 
phone for comment Tuesday. 

Woody Rodgers, deputy Jefferson 
County district attorney for the Bes- 
semer Cutoff, said Tuesday that there 
are now at least two victims — both, in 
their eariy teens — involved in the 
cases. 'There are potentially a number 
of victims," he said. 

Hunnicutt, a karate instructor, parti- 
cipated in Big Brothers of Greater Bir- 
mingham Inc. and was involved in- a 
youth program at Green Valley Baptist 
Church in Hoover, Rodgers said. 



He said he didn't- know if any of the 
victims were involved in any of those 
activities. 

But officials at the church were noti- 
fied of a potential problem when Hun- 
nicutt was arrested, Rodger* said. 
"They'd been suspicious and said they'd 
been limiting' his contact with young 
people," he said. *. v.; : > ^ . " 

Attempts to contact church offirfofo 
by phone Tuesday were unsuccessful: 

Rogers said he didn't know if offi- 
cials with the Big Brothers program 
had been notified, but "if they haven't 
they will (beV 

Mike Faliigant director of the Big 
Brothers program, said Tuesday night 
that Hunnicutt was terminated from 
the program in September when lead- 
ers became aware of a potential prob- 
lem and the investigation by the 
Hoover Police Department 

"In fact, we were instrumental" ia 
helping police begin their investigation, 
Faliigant said. 

He said Hunnicutt became a "big 
brother" last spring, and until be was 
terminated from the program he had 
only dealt with one child. Faliigant said 
he doesn't know if that child is con- 
nected with any of the current or 
potential cases against Hunnicutt 

"We've been in business 15 years 
and this has never happened," Faliigant 
said. 

He said he believes the Big Brothers 
program has one of the most compre- 
hensive screening processes of any 
social service organizations. 

The process: 

• An orientation session is held for 
those interested in the program. : 

• The applicant then provides infor- 
mation which includes three personal 
references plus an employer reference; 
all of which are checked 

• A check is made to see if the per- 
son has a criminal history. 

• Program officials then have a per- 
sonal interview with the candidate, 
which lasts an average of an hour and 
a half. 

• A visit is then made to the person's 
home 

• The applicant is then given pro- 
gram training. 

• Once the volunteer is paired with a 
child, monthly checks are made with 
all participants during the first year. 

• After the first year the checks are 
made bi-monthly. 

"I feel like we do all we can conceiv- 
ably do" to screen applicants for the 
program, Faliigant said. "Obviously 
we're going to look to see if there's 
something further we can do."
